Provided, hoivovor, That tha lACUC may detormlna tho 
best means of concluding evalualwns d the research Facility's programs and iacilHies; and Provided, Further, That no 
Committal mambor wn&hing lo participata in any avaluatlon conduclad under Ihis suOpars may ba excluded. The 
lACUC may use subcommitlees composed of at least fiA/o Cemmittee members and may invite ad hoc consultants lo 
^sSiSI iii CdrtdLiCljrig Iba evaluabdns, however, I he lACUC remeinS responsible ter the evaluetlDhS and reports es 
reqmrod by Ihe Act and r&gulaUon®. The reports shall be reviewed and signed by a majcirity of the lACUC members 
and must include any minority views. The reports shall be updated at least once every six rngnihs upon completion el 
tha required semiannual evaluations and shall be mamlained by tha research Facrilty arid made available to APHIS 
and to officiflis of lunding Federal agencies for inspectron and copying uponi request, The reports must contain a 
description el the nature ariHf eKfenl bl Ihe research tacilily's adherence Id this subchapler, must idenlily speciFically 
any departures from the provisions of title 8, chapter I, subchapter A-Animal Welfare, and must state the reasons for 
each deparlure. The reports must distinguish signilicant dIeFiciencffis From minor deliciencies. A signiticani deligiency 
IS one which, with reference to Subchapler A, and, In the judgment of the (ACUC and the Institutional OlfIciaL Is or 
mey be a Ihreal to the health or safely ol the animals. II program or facility delicienoies are noted, the reports must 
ddotah a r^sonabla and -spacIFIc plan and schedule with dal&s tor CMrM:|jn 9 each dalicluncy. Any Failure to adhere 
to the plan and schedule lhal results in a significanit deliciency remainirig uncorrected shall be reported in wriiing 
within 15 buSiOOss rlOys by Ihe tADLJC, through Ihu InSlilulkinal OFFiCial, to AFHlS and any Foderal agoncy tundir^ 
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that acUvity; 

-The lACUC Kas not informed ihe I^s1i1uft»na^ Official, through its required reports of the reviews and inspections 
performed a1 least every 6 inontha, that there have been certain rtepadunee from oomplianod with the Regulafione 
and Standards m CFfl 9, chapter L subchapter A -Animal Wdlfare. There have been multipla animal escapes. Seme 
examples are Rhesus "W" 4y27j'Ci5, Rhesus 'V" 1 1.'^''06 ard Rhesus 'C shonly after a surgery ttiat was performed on 
4'30;as. SfHina ol the escapes wore due to failure o1 the primary enclosure to contain the animal and have ovdenlly 
been successfully addressed. The escape, afler the surgery on 4,'a0i'i}S, was due to a cage door being left open. 
Cage doors heave reportedly beer lei! open on Oltver Oc:casi 0 ns. When the Rhesus escape, they ere typidaJly in a 
room that house other Rhesus and coukJ be injured by the other primates or could be injured in the process oF leaving 
the cage ivher> they ere inol fully functional ef|er surgery. The facility COUtd net substamtiale atfeguate velerinery oare 
jsgardmg drug aAnlrustralioni. One example of this is the anliblote treatment of rhesus "V* t iy&‘2-7.n!l6 with ne 
indication of antibiotic administration on several days during thre cwjrse ol treatment The long-standing lailure to 
follow trio weighing pmeoduroa called 1or fa ensure adequale hydratioin el anlmaie In water reatrlctlon preloccla hae 
not been identified by the lACUC in reports to the tnslftutional Official until approximately February, £008, The 
Institutional DtliCral newels to knrwv where there are departures From the provisions Ot line Chepler t, subchapter A- 
Animal Welfare, so that they can ensure that the research facility gets barch into compliance The (ACUC shall 
ensure that they are accurately reporting the nature and extent of the research facility's atShereoce to the Animal 
Woffaro Ad, Regtilalicne, and Standards to the Institutional Offtcial.

-Another eirample is Ihe failure !o ensure weekly weighing oF ihe primates- on water regtrictiqn as required in the 
approved prolocolg. Wetekly weighing is neosasary to ensure Ibal animals d<o not aeoomo dehydrated lo the extent it 
could affect heallh. 

-The (aalily does nd always have equipment necessary for roullne vetennary care, One example is the lar* of 
aptirgpriate fubea to receive blood in order lo perform screening tests on 7-£-i?7 lor Rhesus "C". Screening tests are 
iis&d tQ monitor lf>a health o1 the prlmalea. 

The tasear-ch laoilily shall assure the availability of appropriate Facilities, personnel, equipment, and services to 
comply with the Ammal Welfare Act, Regulatior^, and Standards

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EMPLOYEES, 

Every person siibject to the Animal Welfare negiilatkKis (9 CFR pads 1 , 2 , and 3) maintaining nonhuman primates 
must have anough arnployeea lo carry cut lha lave] of husbandry pradioas and care rapuired in IJhis subpad. The 
employees who provide husbandry pracsices and care, or handle nonhuman pnmates^ must be trained and 
SUpertnsed by individuBi whp hps lire krowtedge,. bp^jkgngLind, and SKperianpe in propef husbandry and garp gl 
nonhuman pnmates lo supervise others. The entployer must be certain that Ibe supervisor can perform to these 
standards. 

“The lACUC has approved protocols In which the investigator is responsible lor weighing animals weeWy to ensure 
adequate hydration while ah Vratar depfivaiian slixtias. The animalE involved ih these studies are not always being 
weighed weekly The faicilily must ensure adequate numbers of trained employees to ensure proper husbandry and 
care d nqnhuman primates ie maintained, to include fnlbwing the procedures required in approved prclpccls-
